had been received in good order and I shovld be slighting 
- your request if I did not tell you that the Volume’ bears 
 gome slight evidence of ite transmission through the mails. 
These are not serious but I feel that they should be men- 
tioned, in order that you might know that the packing is 
not sufficient to prevent the occurrence of damage, owing 
to the package being jemmed or dented during transmission. 
May I say again that in the case of the Volume sent to us 
this injury is comparatively slight. My thought in men- 
tioning it is merely that you may know that the cardboard 
container is not sufficiently stiff to insure these beauti- 
ful volumes reaching their destination as you would have 
them arrive.
